But we do not defign by leſſening the Flagilet to exalt the Terfetions of the Rechorder ; we will 
allow the Flagilet all its juſt Attributes, and ſee if the Rechorder do not equal or excel them.

Flagilet 7s alwayes in Tune, ſo is the Rechocrder : Beſtdes the Sweetneſs of the Sound, which is much 
more Smoother and Charming , and the Extent and Variety of Notes, in which it much Excells the 
Flapilet.

He only way which is Taught by Able Maſters, is to hold it with the Left Hand up- 
permolt, next the Mouth, then putting your ſecond Finzer upon the third Hole, 

: and then your Thumb after that on the firſt Hole which is under the Pipe; then 
take up your ſecond Finger, and put down your firlt Finzer upon the ſecond Hole; 

and when you have (o done, put down the ſecond Finger again upon the third Hole , and the

third Finger upon the fourth Hole: You are to keep your third Finger on your Right Hand 
upon the ſeventh Hole of the Pipe and your Thumb underneath for a ſtay to it, not to be taken 
off but when you ſee occaſion for it : The fifth Hole you are to ſtop with the firſt Finger of your 
Right Hand, then take up your third Finger off the ſeventh Hole, and put down your ſecond 
Finger on the ſixth, then put down your third Finger again on the ſeventh Hole, and then your 
lietle Finger on the eighth Hole, Blowing your Recorder gently when you have ſtopt them all.

Dot ſhews that the firſt Hole of the Rechorder is to be ſtop'd with your Left Thugnb underneath 
the Pipe : And ifthere be four Dots over one another, as upon the four firſtLines/(as you will ſee 
in the firſt Leſſon of the Book,) ſtoping the firſt Hole with your Thumb , the ſecond Hole 
with your firſt Finger, and the third Hole with your ſecond Finger , and the/fouth Hole with 
your third Finger: You are not to Blow your Rechorder four times, becauſe there is four Dots, 
but {t your Thumb and three Fingers of your Left Hand down firſt, and then Blow your 
Rechorder gently, keeping your third Finger of your Right Hand for a ſtay upon the ſeventh
